Bids Will be Let

Bids on the new academic in- 
structional building to be erec- 
ted in the area now used for park- 
ing behind the Administration 
Building are due to be let this 
month and it is hoped that con- 
struction will begin in early 
spring pending a final review of 
plans. 

The Board of Governors of 
West Virginia University, which 
serves as a governing body for 
Potomac State College, gave ap- 
proval to final plans for the build- 
ing at a meeting last December.

New Arts Center 
Named In Honor 
Of Church, McKee 

Potomac State's new $1.4 mil- 
lion multi-purpose building, the 
Church-McKee Arts Center, was 
dedicated in special ceremonies 
last November 2. 

Honored in the naming of the 
building were two former ad- 
ministrators, Dr. Ernest E. 
Church, president of the college 
from 1936 to 1964 and the late 
Kirkland S. McKee, dean, 1936- 
63. 

Their terms of office, which 
together total 55 years of service 
to the college, were almost iden- 
tical. 

Dean McKee died in office May 
20, 1963. Dr. Church resigned in 
July, 1964, to become executive

Speakers 
for the two events have not yet 
been chosen. 


Full Dining Area 

Preliminary work has begun 
to consider the feasibility of a 
new or additional men's resi- 
dence hall on the campus, ac- 
cording to President Todd H. 
Bullard, who said a special com- 
mittee is currently studying the 
proposal. 

The President has indicated 
that the college does not have 
sufficient housing on the campus 
now and that some 125 students 
are living in private homes in 
the community. Projected plans 
indicate that the demandfor hous- 
ing will be growing appreciably 
in the years ahead and the com- 
mittee is trying to determine what 
the best manner would be to fi- 
nance a residence hall which 
would also provide adequate 
space for a new dining room 
and kitchen facilities for the en- 
tire campus. 

President Bullard said the ad- 
ministration hopes that the new 
structure would be more flexible 
in use and more adaptable than 
the residence halls now in use. 
He said it would be the desire

Counseling Center 
Several Staff 

Potomac State College students 
now have access to a Counseling 
Center which is being funded 
completely this year through a 
grant of $32,000 from the Fed- 
eral Government. 

The center has a range of pur- 
poses, foremost among which are 
development of a testing service 
permitting students to more 
nearly match their ability and ap- 
titude with a program of 
study and, as it evolves, will 
permit the faculty to better un- 
derstand the high school pro- 
grams from which the students 
are coming. 

The center offers the student 
a place where he can go for con- 
versation, advice, and a sym- 
pathetic ear. It is expected the 
center will permit a larger num- 
ber of students to complete their 
college program by a more pre- 
cise placement of students in 
programs of study. The Adminis- 
tration also expects to see it used 
as a means of effectively com- 
municating with four-year insti- 
tutions to which the students will 
transfer. In other words it is a 
data-gathering source. 

Serving as counselor is Billy 
Ray Dunn ‘53, who returned to 
the campus after seven years as 
a teacher at Petersburg (W. Va.) 
High School where he also served 
two years as assistant principal. 
Last year he was guidance direc- 
tor for Grant County schools. He 
holds an M.S. in agriculture from 
WVU and has an additional year's 
graduate work in guidance.

months for construction, the new 
facility should be ready for oc- 
cupancy by the fall of 1969. 

The vacant lot near the present 
Music Building will be converted 
to a parking area to take care 
of those vehicles nowbeing park- 
ed behind the Administration 
Building. 

The Appalachian Regional 
Commission last summer ap- 
proved a $330,000 grant for con- 
struction of the building. These 
funds will be matched by $330,- 
000 from the Higher Education 
Facilities Act'of 1963 and $165,- 
000 from the Capital Improve- 
ments Fund, for a total of $825,- 
000 . 

Architect is Robert J. Ben- 
nett, Morgantown, who also de- 
signed the Church-McKee Arts 
Center, Friend Hall, and the

A football coach whose team 
has gone down to a stinging 
defeat before a Homecoming 
crowd in the afternoon has little 
to be happy about that evening 
but Potomac State’s football 
coach Dana G. (Horse) Lough 
was one of the happiest men in 
the world that Saturday evening 
last fall. 

Members of his WVIAC cham- 
pionship football teams of 1946 
and 1947 decided weeks prior to 
Homecoming that the 20th 
anniversary of their winning the 
W. Va. Intercollegiate Athletic 
Conference crown deserved a 
celebration with their coach. 

All the plans were "hush- 
hush,” but letters went out across 
the nation in an effort to gather 
members of the teams in Keyser, 
with Joe Stanislawczyk "elected” 
to "captain” the efforts. 


Thirteen men from four states 
and the District of Columbia 
made it, several accompanied by 
their wives. One of them, Bill 
Campbell, who came to Potomac 
State from Clarksburg to play 
center, was right under the 
coach’s nose as umpire during 
the afternoon game. The rest 
huddled together in the stands. 
Campbell, now research as- 
sistant for curriculum studies in 
Fairfax County Schools, lives at 
Falls Church, Va. 

When the game was over, the 
boys had to do some of their best 
"tackling,” to keep the coach 
from slipping off to see some 
other football game, as he often 
does. But they finally corraled 
him toward the Stanislawczyk 
residence for the reunion. 

Just seeing the boys was 
pleasure enough, but they had 
more in store for him. 

First came a plaque of wood, 


with an inscription in bronze: 
"To Horse, for 33 years of un- 
selfish and untiring work with 
boys, from the boys of 1946-47.” 
Then followed the presentation of 
an Italian sculpture, a horse, with 
a bronze plate inscribed to the 
coach. And there were other per- 
sonal gifts. 

Mrs. Lough, invited to be a wit- 
ness to all this, was honored also. 
The boys presented her a trophy 
of a queen with a crown inscribed 
facetiously, yet affectionately, 
"To Vi, for putting up with Coach 
Lough for 42 years.” Along with 
the presentation, they thanked her 
for all the good meals she had 
provided. (Mrs. Lough is 
dietitican at the college.) They 
also gave her flowers and gifts 
of jewelry and cosmetics. 

The evening was spent in happy 
reminiscing and viewing of 
movies of many of the football 
games of 1946-47^ 

In 1947, the year the Loughmen 
took the WVIAC crown, they de- 
feated Concord, Morris Harvey, 
Shepherd, D & E, Salem, Glen- 
ville, and Tech. They tied West
